ORDINANCE.TO CURB 
JAYWALKERS VOTED;

Only Mayor’s Signature Re- 
quired to Put New Measure 
Into Effect. 


An ordinance requiring pedestri- 
ans to obey the signals of traffic 
policemen and making it illegal to 
walk “in a careless manner that 
will endanger life or property,” was 
pass unanimously today by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The ordinance carries an emer- 
gency clause and will become ef- 
fective as soon as signed by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, who has 
indicated his approval of the meas- 
ure.

Prime Minister Goes to France in 
R. A. F. Transport Plane, 
Lunches With Gort. 


WITH THE BRITISH EXPE- 
DITIONARY FORCE IN FRANCE, 
Dec. 15 (AP).—Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain, leaving his 
famed umbrella at home, came to 
France by air today on his first 
visit to the British forces in France.

Memorandum Is Read. 


A memorandum from the files 
of Kidder, Peabody & Co., dated 
May 5, 1920, was introduced as fol- 
lows: 

“‘Congenial terms’ group on fu- 
ture purchases of A. T. & T. se 
curities as agreed to at ‘the li- 
brary’ this morning between J. P. 
M. and P. D. and R. W. 

“K. Pp. & Co, to manage New En- 
gland and J. P. Mx & Co. the rest 
of the country.” 

George Whitney, a Morgan part 
ner, who was on the witness stand, | 
said he instigated this conference, 
but was not present because he 
was at the time only a “kid.” 
Whitney had urged on Davison, 
the former testified, that J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. and its associates should 
capture 76 per cent of the business, 
leaving 24 per cent to “New En- 
gland,” including Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. and its associates. The best 
Davison could get, Whitney said 
he learned the next morning, was 70 
per cent for the Morgan group and 
30 per cent for the New England 
associates. 


Mysterious Note on Margin. 

A mysterious note on the margin 
of the memorandum, in Windsor’s 
handwriting, was read as follows: 

“Negotiations to be joint, but Both 
free to talk with the company and 
to help them in any way in their 
power.” 

Whitney said he had consulted 
with Morgan, only surviving mem- 
ber of the conference, and that 
Morgan not only could not explain 
the note, but didn’t even remem- 
ber that such a conference had 
ever taken place. 

It was shown that between 1930 
and 1939 A. T. & T. bond issues

ENGLISH FLYERS

Also Say They Bombed

LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP). —An at- 
tempt by British warplanes to’ fin- 
ish off a crippled German cruiser 
in the,North Sea precipitated one 
of the heaviest aerial conflicts of 
the war, it was-disclosed today. 

Anti-aircraft batteries aboard 
warships convoying the cruiser in- 
creased the hazards of the fight 
and the British admitted the loss 
of three planes, but asserted they 
shot down four of Germany’s.

and even the submarine took part 
in the gunning before diving for 
safety, the British flyers said. 

Evidence of the battle also came 
from Oslo, where Reuters News 
Agency reported 60 explosions re- 
sembling gunfire, were heard from 
the southwest. 

The fact that the German war- 
ships in the North Sea were steam- 
ing southward when sighted led 
naval observers to believe that 
they were not seeking battle. 

It was recalled in this connec- 
tion that during the World War 
the British East Coast was bom- 
barded by small German naval 
contingents. Such a raid on Lowe- 
stoft, and the British steps to pre- 
vent its recurrence, were factors 
leading up to the battle of Jut- 
land. 

The absence of previous reports 
of any mass movement of the Ger- 
man navy in the present war was 
taken as an indication that the 
fleet was under orders similar to 
those of the World War—to stay 
in snug harbors and not expose 
itself to attack by a larger British 
force. 

Whether the new movements sig- 
nified a differing strategy was a 
matter of speculation. 

Many units of the British fleet 
recently have become engaged in 
sections far from the North Sea. 


GERMAN REPORT 
OF AIR BATTLE 


BERLIN, Dec. 15 (AP).—German 
pursuit planes shot down 10 of 20 
British attackers north of the 
Frisian Islands, the German high 
command reported today. 

A communique acknowledged that 
one German plane was forced down 
in what it described as activity of 
British air bombers throughout yes- 
terday along the German North Sea 
coast. 

“A single British bomber which 
approached the air base at Borkum 
yesterday without dropping bombs 
was chased off by our air defense,” 
it said. 

“Two further British fighting 
planes tried to attack the Island of 
Syit. All four bombs dropped fell 
into the sea outside the island. 

“There was a larger scale air 
fight in the afternoon hours which 
developed out of an attack by ‘Brit- 
ish fighters in the region north of 
the Frisian Islands.

“At sea—The enemy again 
bombed the batteries at Koivisso 
Island from a distance. During the 
battle in the Outer Turko archipe- 
lago our coastal batteries dam- 
aged one enemy destroyer of the 
Gordij class which, according to a 
report of our military lookout, 
later sank. 

“Air—The enemy air force on 

Dec. 14 made an attack on South- 
western Finnish Islands and the 
Petsamo region during which it 
bombed several districts without 
damage. 
“Our own air forces made sev- 
eral reconnoitering flights and at- 
tacked enemy columns and detach- 
ments, during which they set fire 
to part of an automobile column 
carrying fuels.” 

Other sources reported the Finns 
falling back before Russian forces 
in the north. 

The Arctic retreat, westward 
across Finland's narrow corridor to 
the Arctic Ocean, was systematic, 
with the Finns destroying property 
potentially useful to the Russians, 
such as the nickel mines near Sal- 
mijarvi.

Sleighs Carry Supplies. 

Behind the front line positions 
the roads were choked with one 
horse sleighs carrying supplies and 
shells to the front.

Attack on Swedish Party. 
The Moscow’ radio,. which 
launched an attack on members of 
the Swedish Social Democratic 
party, made no mention of the 
League sessions at Geneva. 
“Slaves and hirelings of capital- 
ists and imperialistic interests have 
dared to abuse the glorious Red 
Army, which with such unselfish- 
ness has lent its help to the dem- 
ocratic Finnish republic,” said the 
radio attack on the Swedish party 
and its organ Social Democrat. 
“These so-called Socialists have 
sunk so deep that their newspaper 
has reached the level of the worst 
Paris boulevard papers. But the 
whole world and even the Swedish 
people will realize the unselfish 
work of the Soviet Union and her 
army,” the broadcast added. 

A vigorous “reply” to the League 
of Nations action was expected by 
observers’here in the next few days, 
accompanied by a bitter press at- 
tack. 

On the Finnish front, the Red 
army headquarters reported a 75- 
mile advance in the Ukhta district 
in the Finnish Arctic area.

Proposal to Drop Public Hearings

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WPA SMOKE REPORT 
CITES 1200 VIOLATIONS 


No Prosecutions Planned, but 
Instructions Will Be Given, 
Tucker Says. 


More than 1200 violations of the 
smoke ordinance already had been 
reported by the 25 WPA workers 
who were assigned six weeks ago 
to watch for offenders in .residen- 
tia] districts, Smoke Commissioner 
Raymond R. Tucker said today. 

Notices of violations were sent 
out at the rate of about 30 a day, 
Tucker added. The notices request 
the offenders to visit Tucker’s of- 
fice to receive instruction on fir- 
ing methods or the use of smoke- 
less fuel. 

No presecution of the violators 
is planned, although the ordinance 
provides a fine of $25 to $100 for 
operating a heating plant from 
which dense smoke is emitted for 
more than six minutes in any hour. 
Attempts to obtain convictions, in 
cases of residences, are believed im- 
practicable.

Growth of Company’s Assets. 

In an introductory statement this 
morning, Leon Henderson, a com- 
missioner of the SEC, declared that 
in 1906 A. T. & T. had assets of 
$530,000,000 and 2,800,000_telephones 
in use, today it has assets_of five 
billion dollars and 16,500,000. tele- 
phones in use. Regarding exclu- 
sive banking services provided dur- 
ing the period by J. P. Morgan & 


marked: 
“Whether the capital was pro- 
vided at lowest cost and in a man- 
ner most in the public interest is 
a question which cannot be an- 
swered. For at no time did the 
bankers or the company consider 
any alternative method of financ- 
ing than that of direct dealing with 
a single banking group.” 

Bankers on Board. 
When Theodore Vall became pres- 
ident of A. T. & T. in 1908, Dr. 
Danielian related, he filled the 
board of directors with men con- 
nected with the bankers and moved 
the company’s headquarters from 
Boston to New York. 
“By 1911,” the witness stated, 
“the executive committee of A. T. 
& T. had come under control of a 
group of New York bankers headed 
by J. P. Morgan & Co. and George 
F. Baker of the First National 
Bank. Vail was admonished by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. to curtail ex- 
penses. He reduced the construc- 
tion program of the Bell: system, 
cut the research staff drastically 
and suppressed the introduction of 
the French or hand telephone. It 
was not reintroduced until 1926,” 
During the period, said Dr. Dan- 
ielian, other bankers, vainly sought 
permission to make competitive 
bids on A. T. & T. bond issues. 
Among these he named Speyer & 
Co., Salomon ,& Co. and Lee, Hig- 
ginson & Co. In the Morgan group 
from time to time were Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., Kidder, Peabody & Co., and 
Baring Brothers, Ltd., of London. 


Questions Witness. 


Sitting as a member of the com- 
mittee for the Department of Com- 
merce was Clifton M. Miller, a for- 
mer partner of the New York in- 
vestment banking firm of Dillon, 
Read & Co. He asked the witness 
whether A. T. & T.’s change of 
policy in 1906 was not an abandon- 
ment of piecemeal financing 
through small competitive bids for 
a long-range, consolidated program. 

Willis J. Ballinger, economist for 
the Federal Trade Commission, re- 
sponded by asking whether com- 
petitive bidding is incompatible 
with long-range plans. Dr. Daniel- 
ian said this could not be true, 
judging by the eagerness of rival 


,|bankers to bid against the Morgan 


group on A. T, & T. bond issues. 
Senator O'Mahoney, chairman of 
the committee, announced that A. 
T. & T. does not deny the individual 
facts in Dr. Danielian’s testimony, 
but “refuses to admit their impli-

Ballinger then asked if the choice 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. as ex- 
clusive bankers might not have 
taken into account its dominant 
position in investment banking, its 
control of reservoirs of funds and 
its ability in case of need to apply 
coercion. The witness replied that 
he did not care to comment on the 
firm’s general position in the bank- 
ing field. | 

Objects to “Implication.” 
Whitney, the next witness, ob- 
jected to what he called an “impli- 
cation” in Henderson's statement 
that all of the financing of A. T. 
& T. since 1906 has been handled 
by the Morgan group. The asser- 
tion was correct only as to bond 
issues, he declared, 
“It is well known,” said the Mor- 
gan partner, “that since 1906 A. T. 
& T. has sold to its stockholders 
vast amounts of common stock and 
convertible bonds, all without un- 
derwriting,, In fact, the company 
— multiplied its capitalization ten 
fold.” 
Whitney admitted that he was 
the author of the first investment 
syndicate, in the modern sense. 
Whitney volunteered that in 1908 
he was a “lowly clerk” for Kidder, 
Peabody & Co. in Boston, and that 
therefore his memory covered al- 
most the entire period under con- 
sideration.

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HOW BASKET SALE OF COAL 
THICKENS CITY SMOKE PALL 


10,000 Tons a Month Peddled in Mid-Winter 
in 10-Cent Quantities—Buyers Pay at Rate 
of $5 a Ton for $1.25 Fuel. 


The extent to which the St. Louis 
smoke problem is aggravated by 
the basket trade in coal in con- 
gested neighborhoods was shown 


today in a survey of the business 
Uy the Post-Dispatch. 

Although the cheapest grade of 
Illinois coal, bought by the basket, 
costs the consumer $5 to $7 a ton 
and sometimes even more, or as 
much as fuels of the smokeless or 
near-smokeless variety, a surpris- 
ing amount is sold in this way. 
Burned chiefly in small stoves, 
mostly old and in bad condition, 
it accounts for a large part of the 
smoke which blankets the midtown 
area on windless mornings. 

The survey indicated that about 
200 to 300 dealers are engaged in 
the basket trade. Peddling coal a 
basket at a time, at 10 to 20 cents 
the basket, they sell as much as 
10,000 tons a month in mid-winter, 
and .their annual volume is con- 
servatively estimated at 25,000 to 
35,000 tons. 

A Shoestring Business. 


Even though the prices they 
charge are out of all proportion to 
the wholesale value of the fuel, few 
of the dealers make more than a 
bare living at the trade. Yet the 
number of persons engaged in it 
has been growing steadily in recent 
years, chiefly because a basket 
route in a business that can be 
started on a shoestring. 

The only capital required is a 
truck, a wagon or a pushcart and 
enough money to buy a ton or 
several tons of cheap coal. Vendors 
also are supposed to buy city haw- 
kers’ licenses, costing $10 to $25, 
but some of them attempt to oper- 
ate without meeting this require- 
ment. Only about 125 of these 
licenses have been sold by the city 
this year, or considerably less than 
the number of peddlers believed to 
be operating. 

Most of the dealers are Negroes, 
and the trade flourishes most ex- 
tensively in the Negro districts 
extending west from Jefferson ave- 
nue in midtown. A reporter who 
sat in a parked automobile at Fair- 
fax avenue and Sarah street saw 
four trucks pass in less than an 
hour oc a recent morning, and 


single day, and the average time 
is nearer two full days. By the 
end of the week most dealers find 
that their business has done little 
more than provide them with a job, 
at a rate of pay far from lavish. 


One Dealer's Experience. 

A. J, Bolton, a Negro owner of a 
coal yard at 4301 Finney avenue, 
told the Post-Dispatch he had put 
one of his trucks into the basket 
trade earlier this winter as an ex- 
periment, to learn how profitably a 
basket route could be operated. 

Learning that the standard rate 
for helpers was $1 a load, he ex- 
plained, he hired two men at this 
figure to drive the truck to a mine 
near Belleville, where they bought 
a load of 8560 pounds of cheap coal 
at $1.80 a ton. Returning to St. 
Louis, they peddled the coal at the 
price of 25 cents for two bushel 
baskets. 

At the end of two days, Bolton 
said, they had sold the coal for a 
total of $15, getting 120 baskets out 
af the load. Expenses of the experi- 
ment were $7.70 for the coal, $2 for 
the helpers, $3.32 for gasoline and. 
30 cents for tolls on the Municipal 
Bridge, or a total of $13.32. 

This left Bolton a profit of $1.68, 
which he figured was considerably 
less than the value of use of the 
truck for two days. His two help- 
ers had worked for 50 cents a day 
each. Bolton decided to stick to 
the regular retail trade and leave 
the basket business to others. 
Can’t Afford Large Purchases. 
The primary reason for existence 
of the basket trade, of course, is 
that many persons in the congest- 
ed neighborhoods do not have more 
than a dime or quarter to spend for 
fuel at any one time, and cannot 
take advantage of the economy of 
larger purchases. Supplying these 
persons with a smokeless fuel is 
one of the most difficult problems 
that would have to be met by an 
effective smoke elimination pro- 
gram. 

Finding a type of fuel for use 
by these persons also may offer a 
problem, because of the types of 
heating plants they use. At least 
two dealers have attempted in the 
last year to make basket sales of 
Carbonite, a smokeless fuel made 
from Illinois coal, but without much 


found half a dozen other coal ped- 
diers at work within a radius of 
a few blocks. 

Usually the dealer owns and 
drives his own truck, and hires a 
helper to stand on the back of the 
truck, shout to attract the atten- 
tion of householders and measure 
out the coal when sales are made. 


Pay $1.25 a Ton and Up. 


Starting the week, the dealer and 
his helper, in most cases, drive to 
one of the nearby Illinois mines for 
a load of cheap coal which costs 
them about $1.25 to $1.75 a ton. 
Then they return to St. Louis, ped- 
die the coal until the load is all 
sold, and go back to the mine for 
another load. 


The average load is about five 
tons, costing the dealer about 
$7.50 and sold eventually, at the 
rate of 10 cents for a basket hold- 
ing a little more than a half bushel, 
for about $25. The selling price'| 
represents a gross profit of more 
than 300 per cent, but out of this 
the dealer must pay his helper, and 
the cost of gasoline used in going 
to and from the mine and in cover- 
ing the sales route.

MO-PAG TAXES IN ARKANSAS 
$398 A MILE, AUDITOR SAYS 


Average of 7 Other States Put at 
$346; Road Contesting Higher 
Assessment, 

Taxes paid to Arkansas in 1938 
by the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
amounted to $398 per mile of track 
in that State, as compared with, 
an average of $346 in seven other 
states in which the railroad oper- 


ates, H. C. Hale, assistant auditor 
for the railroad, testified yesterday 
at a hearing before Special Master 
Marion C. Early. 

He said that if Arkansas succeeds 
in fixing the railroad’s 1938 assess- 
ment at $28,114,960, the taxes for 
this year will amount to $452 a 
mile. The railroad, under Federal 
Court trusteeship, is contesting the 
assessment. 

Under cross-examination, Hale 
testified three other states received 
higher taxes per mile than Arkan- 
sas. They are Oklahoma, §724; 
Louisiana, $630, and Colorado, $442. 
The lowest levy is $143 per mile, 
paid to Nebraska. 

In 1937, he said, Illinois produced 
gross revenue of $28,427 per mile; 
Oklahoma, $17,500; Missouri, $15,- 
752, and Arkansas, $15,138. Illinois 
led in net revenue with $14,827 per 
mile, followed by Oklahoma, $6515, 
and Arkansas, $3865. 


THEATER BOMBED AFTER 
SENTENCING OF TERRORISTS 


No One Injured and Little Damage 
Done by Explosions at Birm- 
ingham, England. 

BIRMINGHAM, England, Dec. 15 
(AP). — Bombs exploded in two 
movie theaters last night several 
hours after a court had pronounced 
the first death sentences in the 
campaign of terror by the anti- 
British Irish Republican Army. 
Peter Barnes, 32 years old and 
James Richards were sentenced to 
be executed.

St. Louvisan Tells Washington

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Opponents of a proposed 35-cent- 
an-hour minimum for shoe workers 
contended today it would boost 
manufacturing costs drastically 
and create a difficult enforcement 
problem. 

Representatives of the Nationa: 
Boot and Shoe Manufacturers A» 
sociation, one of the chief oppv- 
nents of the recommended mini- 
mum, were to conclude their case 
today before a trie: examiner for 
the Wage-Hour Administration. 

The association was charged yes- 
terday by Rufus G. Poole, assist- 
ant general counsel of the wage- 
hour division, with arousing much 
of the opposition to the proposea 
minimum. 

J. O. Ball, president of the asso- 
ciation, was given until late today 
to supply a list of the association’s 
members after Poole, saying the 
association appeared to be “rather 
reluctant” to disclose its member- 
ship, insisted that “no intelligent 
cross examination can be conduct- 
ed unless we know who the mem- 
bers are.” 

Ball became ill during the day, 
collapsing outside the hearing room 
from what he said was due to an 
infection which followed a recent 
throat operation and destroyed tem- 
porarily his sense of balance. Dr. 
Bernard Jarman, who treated him, 
gaid Ball was “much better” early 
this afternoon and would return to 
the hearing. 

Ruth Freeman, secretary of the 
association, contended imposition 
of the 35 cent rate would furnisn 
the basis for scuttling the Wage- 
Hour Act. She said the wage 
would hasten amendments to the 


law and possible repeal. 
Plea for Study of 30-Cent Wage. 
Miss Freeman asked for a thor 


ough st of the effect of a 30- 
cent bes ee which became ef- 
fective last October before the 3. 
cent minimum was approved. She 
posed that the Bureau of Labor 
tatistics conduct the survey. 

Such a survey, she added, should 
include the effect of increased 
costs, higher prices and consumer 
reaction. 

“The minimum wage approvea 
by the Wage-Hour Administrator,” 
She continued, “should be one that 
will get as much voluntary compll- 
ance as possible.” 

St. Louisan’s Testimony. 

A 35-cent minimum would result 
in substantial curtailment of em- 
ployment, said Joseph M. Klamon, 


representing St. Louis area manu- 
facturers. 

“Following so closely on the heels 
of the 30-cent minimum,” he saia, 
“it would seriously hamper the in- 
dustry. Manufacturers cannot ar 
ford increased expenses nor Can 
consumers absorb higher prices.” 

Asserting he would carry to Fea- 
eral courts his protest against the 
proposed wage minimum, Klamon 
demanded differentials in favor 
of communities under 10,000 pop- 
ulation. 

More than a fifth of the industry, 
he said, was located in small com- 
munities. “They have cheaper 
land, rents and lower taxes ana 
considerably lower living costs 
which should have been given more 


consideration by the committee,”. 


he said.

ROM a front-line trench in a 
F sine block above the banks of 
the Taipale River, we watched 
this afternoon the Russian artil- 
lery hurl 3-inch and 6-inch shells 
over the Finnish lines at the rate 
of one every five seconds. 

For more than an hour the So- 
viets’ bombardment was exceed- 
ingly brisk. Burst after burst of 
explosives crashed in the edge of 
the forest fortress where the Finns 
have been dug in, on the northern 
bank of the river, for more than a 
week. But the Finnish artillery dis- 
dained to reply and, although they 


shelled all day long, the Reds never 
once attempted to lay pontoon 
bridges and send forward their in- 


fantrv. 


This front lies on the extreme |

Reds’ Claims Unfounded. 


After a whole day at the front, it 
is now possible to report from first- 
hand observation that the Finnish 
army has got the Russians dead 
in their clutch on the southern 
banks of the Taipale River, and 
that Moscow’s claims to have fene- 
trated Finnish territory on the 
isthmus by 50 or 60 miles are com- 
pletely unfounded. 

Our party crossed the isthmus, 
from Viipuri to Lake Ladoga, 
without coming within many miles 
of the Russian invaders. It is 
also possible to say definitely that 


the Red army has made four con- 
centrated attacks on the Taipale 
River front since Dec. 5. The Finns 
have beaten back every one of 
these with heavy losses for the Rus- 
sians, and for eight days now the 
nvaders have made no progress 
yhatsoever in this vital sector. 
Beyond this is the fact that the 
Finnish forces are very strongly in- 
trenched in thick pine forests and 
on rising ground. ~The river, 200 
yards wide at this point, forms a 
formidable first-line defense, while 
the forest completely conceals the 
Finnish batteries and machine-gun 
nests. The Finns are highly confi- 


dent, remarkably organized, and 
commanded by experienced offi- 
ers, who are most impressive. 


Spectacular Shelling. 


We were four American corre- 
Spondents, and we heard the Rus- 
sian guns booming from early 
morning when we were still well 
behind the lines. But, by 2 o'clock, 
we stood in the first-line trenches 
directly above the Taipale River 
and were looking over at another 
block about 350 yards away, while 
the Red infantry lurked in the 
Woods on the southern side of the 
river. Here, however, the river 
lakes a sharp elbow turn—so that 
Wwe could look straight at the Fin- 
nish lines to our right where they 
extend along the edge of the river 
valley. That was where the Rus- 
Sian artillery was planting shells 
at an accelerated rhythm. 

The view from our block was re- 
markably unobstructed. We heard 
he six-inchers roar every few sec- 
®nds. Then the forest would 
Catapault masses of black earth, or 
arth and limbs of trees, perhaps 
100 feet into the air. Some of these 
hit in open fields—others on the 
edge of groves of trees. Occasion- 
tlly, a peculiar explosive sent trunks 
of flame high into the air, slash- 
ing blood red against the snow 
and the gray sky.

In War Zone 


Britain Won Battle 
Off Uruguay by 
Relying on Old 
Naval Strategy. 


By T. R. YBARRA. 


HE often ungrammatical but 
T setaom unsuccessful genius of 


our Civil War, Gen. Forrest~of | 


the Confederate army,wused to sum 
up the secret of military victory 
in one renowned sentence: “to git 
thar fustest with the mostest men.” 

His theory has just been e#pplied, 
with suitable variations and re- 
sounding success, by Commodore 
Harwood of the British navy, in 


the Uruguayan coast. 

In that thrilling encounter, the 
Briton forced the German pocket 
battleship Admiral Graf Spee to 
take refuge in the harbor of Mon- 
tevideo, badly shot up and clogged 
with dead and wounded, after an 
exciting cruise on the Atlantic as a 
raider. 

The German commander had 
been applying a new form of sea 
tactics, developed by Germany in 
this war. But his British nemesis, 
pursuant to orders from the con- 
servative Admiralty in London, re- 
lied largely on old and tried meth- 
ods. Whether these will suffice 
throughout the present conflict is 
anybody’s guess. But the fact re- 
mains that, in the battle off Uru- 
guay, the 1939 school of naval 
thought was put to shame by tac- 
tics that were venerable when Nel- 
son destroyed Napoleon’s fleet off 
Cape Trafalgar more than a cen- 
tury and @ quarter ago. 


Theory of German Experts. 


When Germany built her famour 
trio of pocket  battleships—the 
Deutschland, Admiral Scheer and 
Admiral Graf Spee—the world sur- 
mised that she meant them prin- 
cipally for raiding. The idea of 
applying such ultra-modern war- 
ships, more heavily armed ane 
speedier than almost all the ships 
possessed by other countries, to 
prey on merchantmen in war, was 
something entirely new. The pocx- 
et battleships are capable of out- 
running and outgunning every 
cruiser of their type in the British 
and French navies except five— 
the British Hood, Repulse and Ke- 
nown, and France’s Strasbourg ana 
Dunkerque. 


Germany’s naval experts guessed 
that, in view of the terrible risk to 
Allied warships from U-boats ana 
mines, Britain and France would 
be reluctant to expose their supern 
quintet of super-cruisers by send- 
ing them out after raiding German 
pocket battleships. 


For the first three months and a 
half of the war, their guess, so far 
as we know, has proved correct. 
There has been no evidence, during 
that period, that any of the Allied 
super-cruisers—or any Allied bat- 
tleship, for that matter—has left 
the comparative safety of British 
and French harbors to track down 
the Deutschland, Scheer and Spee. 


Britain Used Old Tactics. 


But John Bull had another card 
up his sleeve. From the earliest 
days of sea warfare it has been the 
endeavor of naval commanders to 
concentrate superior forces against 
their foes. In London, the Admir- 
alty decided that, if enough British 
warships could be brought to bear 
against each of the raiding pocket 
battleships, superiority in numbers 
would outweigh individual superior- 
ity in guns and speed. 


Any one of the pocket battle- 
ships, they admitted, could blow 
any ordinary British cruiser out 
of the water, if she chose to fight; 
or could force her to show a clean 
pair of heels, if she preferred to 
live to fight another day. 

But how about ganging up on the 
enemy with several British cruisers, 
each no match for a pocket battle- 
ship but more than a match for 
her if they operated together? 

That question was answered on 
Wednesday. For some reason, as 
yet undisclosed—it looks very much 
as if the British had set a trap for 
their adversary—the Admiral Graf 
Spee found herself pitted against 
no less than three British cruisers, 
the Exeter, Achilles and Ajax. The 
Germans’ ll-inch guns outranged 
everything that the Britishers had. 

But, since there were three of the 
latter, Commodore Harwood could

UCH indignation is being ex- 
M pressea in London over what 
is called the eloquent display 
of defeatism which was put on in 
the House of Lords Wednesday 
night by three members of that 
body—the Earl of Darnley, the 
Bishop of Chichester and Lord Arn- 
old. 


During the course of a debate 
which Foreign Secretary Lord Hali- 
fax later described as “unfortun- 
ate,” the three peers advanced the 
opinion that the war had been be- 
gun precipitately by the British 
Government, that it was plunging 
the country into economic ruin, that 
Fuehrer Adolf Hitler would un- 
doubtedly respond to a friendly ges- 
ture from London, and that the 
best thing the Government could do 
would be to initiaté peace talks 
immediately. 

The net result of their speeches 
has been to raise such a storm that 
neither they, nor any other people 
who may happen to share their 
views, will be likely to get very far 
with them in the immediate future. 


Governments Stand Firm. 


It is impossible to know to what 
extent other people do share the 
views of the three lords, but it is 
insisted here—as well as in Paris 
—that neither the French nor the 
British Government could follow 
up their suggestions even though 
it wanted to do so. It is insisted 
with equal fervor that neither of 
the two governments has any de- 
sire at this time to enter into di- 
rect negotiations with the Hitler 
Government.

ODAY is the anniversary of the 


ratification of the first 10 

amendments to the Constitu- 
tion. They are known as the Bill 
of Rights. Though in form these 
amendments &re a part of the Con- 
stitution, and therefore in theory 
subject to repeal or amendment by 
the ordinary procedure, in fact the 
American tradition holds that the 
Bill of Rights rests upon self-evi- 
dent, inalienable, eternal and uni- 
versal principles which no govern- 
ment, and no majority of people 
may violate. :

The rest of the Constitution is a 
framework of government designed 
to establish a Federal union oper- 
ated by representative democracy; 
it is also the outline of a policy 


for the ordering of affairs. This’ 


constitutional system comes from 
the people, that is to say from 
majorities among the people, and 
in the course of history is subject 
to change by other majorities. 

But the Bill of Rights does not 
come from the people and is not 
subject to change by majorities. 
It comes from the nature of things. 
It declares the inalienable rights of 
man not only against all govern- 
ment but also against the people 


collectively.

It establishes rights which no 
majority may abrogate, and as Jef- 
ferson put it in his first inaugural, 
“to violate would be oppression.” 
Those words are pregnant, for in 
the philosophy of the American 
founders oppression was illegal 
even if it was done under the 
forms of law, and such men as Jef- 
ferson and Franklin were fond of 
saying that “rebellion to tyrants is 
obedience to God.” 

at was not a rhetorical 
phrase. They really believed that 
the rights of man came from his 
Creator and that‘they are derived 
from the laws of the universe itself. 
In defending these rights against 
all earthly powers, against kings 


or tyrants or popular majorities, 
they held that they were practicing 
Obedience to God. In their view 
the framework of government and 
the form of the social order were 
the things of Caesar; but the rights 
of man were not Caesar’s but the 
things of*God, 
>. 


This belief is outlawed in the 
lands where liberty has been 
crushed and the ideas themselves 
are scornfully rejected as vapors 
from a dying social order. But even 
here, where the usages of freedom 
still persist, the multitude of men 
is no longer very sure why they 
believe in freedom. 

In the course of the nineteenth 
century it ceased to be intellectual- 
ly respectable to affirm that any 
principle is self-evident, inalien- 
able, eternal and universal. And 
thus there was cut away the ulti- 
mate ground on which, liberty can 
alone be defended as against the 
argument from expediency and the 
prestige of power and success. 

So on this anniversary it is use- 
ful to remember where our liberties 
originate, from what source come 
their irrepressible and enduring en- 
ergies. For we shall need to redis- 
cover what we had become too 
sophisticated to believe. 


The sophists among modern his- 
torians like to tell us that our lib- 
erties come from the self-serving 
action of the Barons who extracted 
Magna Charta from King John, 
and from successive classes of land- 
owners, merchants and working 
men. The explanation is inade- 
quate. 

If the struggle for liberty is no 
more than the struggle of a spe- 
cial class at a special moment, 
then how does one explain the fact 
that millions have enlisted who had 
no special interest or, if they had, 
were destined to die before they 
could enjoy it? 

These struggles are at once too 
general and too passionate to be ex-

The Russian columns in north 
central Finland seem to be draw- 
ing closer and closer to the railroad 
line around the head of the Gulf of 
Bothnia, and the motor road te 
Petsamo which parallels it as far 
as Tornio. This is the Finnish life 
line, It not only represents direct 
communication with the outer 
world through Petsamo, but also 
the main indirect line, via the con- 
necting Swedish railroads. If it is 
cut the Finns will have to use the 
infinitely more difficult method of 
getting their supplies by ship across 
the Gulf of Bothnia; and the So- 
viets will have achieved the appar- 
ent objective of their war. 


What Finland Needs. 


The Finns could hold out a long 
time in the lake country, but they 
need plenty of supplies if they are 
to make their defense a real suc- 
cess. Most people, when they hear 
the word “supplies” think of food. 
There is no lack of food in Finland. 
What the defenders of the little 
nation need is war material—air- 
planes, tanks, artillery, and above 
all, bullets. 

At the beginning of the war Fin- 
land had only one tank company— 
perhaps half a dozen tanks, and

S a quick relief from the smoke situa- 

tion, I offer the following possible 
solution: 

1. Immediately compel every factory or 
householder either to use a stoker or burn 
smokeless fuel. For those who prefer to 
burn smokeless fuel, the following would 
apply: 

2. The city quickly to make a survey of 
the cost at mine or oven on the various 
types of low-volatile, smokeless fuels, de- 
termine what a fair, licensed dealer’s mar- 
gin for handling should be, and then 
establish a delivered price on these vari- 
ous fuels. 

3. After delivery of such smokeless 
fuels to a householder or manufacturer, 
upon presentation of his receipted bill, 
refund part of the price so everyone can 
afford to use such fuels. 

4. To pay for this, make a slight in- 
crease in the tax rate. Betterment of 
property values here would justify it. 

Any plan to rid St. Louis of smoke 
quickly will cost money.

THE EXPULSION OF RUSSIA. 

For the first time in the history of the League of 
Nations, a member—Russia—has been summarily ex- 
pelied. 

Concede that the League has had its faults, most 
serious ones; that it has been hesitant and halting 
when it should have been forthright and strong; 
that it has deliberately looked the other way at 
critical moments; that it has taken first steps and 
failed to follow through; that it has seemed most of 
the time to be only what the Foreign Ministries of 
England and France wanted it to be and that that 
was none too much—concede all these things. 

Yet here is the undeniable fact of the expulsion 
of Russia by the League. Here is a revival, whether 
from slumber or the tomb, that carries the almost 
forgotten instrument of idealists and’ men of good 
will back into the headlines as a device for influence 
in world affairs. Here is news which has shifted 
eyes, for the moment at least, from the battlefront 
to the council chamber. : 

For this expulsion means, first, that a member of 
the League of Nations has at last had put upon it the 
severest moral condemnation which its fellow-mem- 
bers command. Military dictatorships, such as Nazi 
Germany, Fascist Italy and army-run Japan, have 
given notice and quit the League. Italy’s withdrawal, 
in fact, became effective formally only this month. 
But Russia, from its appearance at Geneva five years 
ago the embodiment of pacific methods, the pro- 
poser of total digarmament, the name in which Lit- 
vinoy appealed eloquently for collective security in 
Europe—Russia has been fired from the family of 
nations, charged with assault with intent to kill, 
on a small and relatively defenseless neighbor, known 
chiefly for its conviction that debts are to be paid. 

We sought yesterday to distinguish carefully be- 
tween the great social experiment launched in Russia 
in 1917 and the military imperialistic dictatorship 
of Joseph Stalin. The expulsion, then, completes the 
disillusionment about the place and meaning of the 
Russia of Stalin in world affairs—a disillusionment 
marked by the stunning pact with Hitler and carried 
forward by the invasion of Finland from land, sea 
and air, from the North as well as the South, before 
facflities for peaceful adjustment had been exhausted. 

The expulsion does more than declare this disillu- 
sionment, It puts Russia outside the pale of organ- 
ized international society, however lightly Russia 
may regard that sentence. For it is not enough to dis- 
miss this censure as manufactured in London and 
Paris. Argentina, supported by other South Amer- 
ican members, led the move to expel. Only nine of 
39 states represented in the League Assembly re- 
frained from voting to condemn Russia as an ag- 
gressor, and seven of these were border states or close 
neighbors of Russia, which felt a certain justifica- 
tion in withholding their votes. The expulsion may 
express the views of Chamberlain and Daladier. It 
largely represents, as well, the opinion of men of 
peace around the world.

INDICTMENTS IN THE CENTERVILLE RELIEF MESS. 

The notorious relief mess in Centerville Township, 
St. Clair County, is on the way to being cleaned up. 
Nine persons, including the Township Supervisor and 
former Relief Administrator, Albert Ulrich, have been 
indicted on charges of falsification of public records 
and conspiracy to defraud. 

The individual amounts are small, it is true. As 
reported by Assistant Attorney-General Sullivan, who 
presented the case to the grand jury, following a 
State investigation, the misuse of relief funds con- 
sisted of such offenses as the payment of a $50 dentist 
bill of the Relief Administrator’s sister, the outlay 
being charged to a Negro relief client, who received 
no dental treatment. 

Misuse of relief funds, however, is no less out- 
rageous because the money is taken in small amounts, 
Playing politics with misery is just that whether 
on a large scale or a small one. If the money 
goes to persons who are not entitled to it, then 
needy relief clients are denied what they should have 
and what has been provided for them. 

It is good to see that the Attorney-General’s office 
at Springfield is following this case closely. State’s 
Attorney Zerweck’s record, including his failure to 
do anything about the Centerville relief mess until 
State authorities came in, inspires no cdnfidence in 
him as an enforcer of the laws of Illinois.

DUBIOUS USE OF COUNTY SCHOOL FUNDS. 

Prying into the finances of St. Louis County four 
years ago, stony-hearted auditors came across the 
fact that for some 27 years the county’s politicians 
had used its school funds as a sort of local RFC 
from which loans could be obtained on the most 
generous terms. The fiscal archeologists discovered 
that all politicians-needed to do to obtain money was 
to win the permission of the County Court; then they 
could pay interest or not, or meet principal payments, 
as it happened to suit them. 

The county’s school funds again are being paid out 
on loan under questionable circumstances. Deeds 
recorded at Clayton Tuesday showed that a Brent- 
wood tract was acquired by borrowers for an indicat- 
ed price of $26,500 and made the basis of a loan of 
$35,000 in schoo] funds on the same day. Against 
the property was an old mortgage of $11,000, which 
must be paid off, under the terms of the loan, doubt- 
less with part of the loan itself. 

Presiding Judge Corneli of the County Court, which 
administers the school funds, is satisfied with the 
loan, but “let down” because all the facts were not 
told to the court by the borrowers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Benjamin Multack. Associate Judges Rott and Muel- 
ler say frankly that they were unaware that the pur- 
chase barely preceded the loan. But they assign 
a potential valuation of $70,000 to the land and so 
think the loan sound. 

It is not necessary to go into the value of the 
tract involved to make a fair score against such 
administration of the county’s school funds. These 
funds belong to the people of St. Louis County, who 
merely entrust them to the County Court for con- 
venience and safe keeping. The residents of the

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THERE’S NO LAW AGAINST SMOKE CONTROL. 


One possible barrier to an early and effective at- . 


tack on the St. Louis smoke problem was removed 
yesterday when City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman 
said that, in his opinion, the city has the right to 
engage in the distribution of smokeless fuel and, if 
necessary, to set up a processing plant to produce 
such fuel, | 

As was expected, Mr. Wayman argued that such a 
municipal activity would be sanctioned by the city’s 
public health powers, especially since the St. Louis 
Medical Society has made it clear that smoke is @ 
real menace to physical well-being. There can be lit- 
tle question that the courts would take cognizance of 
the expert medical testimony that would be available 
if anyone sought to question this fact. 


There was only one qualification in the City Coun- 


selor’s opinion, and that was that it would be manda- 
tory to have available a smokeless fuel that could be 
used in all types of heating equipment, Of course, 
this legal requirement would be automatically met 
by any real solution to the problem. In the end, lit- 
tle would be gained if the city found only a product 
that left half its stacks clean and the other half black 
and belching. 

However, this does not mean that the city cannot 

make a beginning in its campaign against smoke 
until it is ready to fill every bin in St. Lois. As 
Joseph M. Darst, Director of Public Welfare, pointed 
out in his report to the Mayor’s recent smoke confer- 
ence—and as the Post-Dispatch proposed editorially 
on Nov. 26—a beginning can be made almost at once 
in the area just to the west of downtown St. Louis. 
‘ The important thing at the moment is that Mr. 
Wayman has banished any question there may have 
been as to the legality of an attack on the city’s 
major problem. The road, in this respect, is clear 
for the Mayor’s committee. 
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DEFLATING A BOGY. 

Wednesday’s naval engagement off the South Amer- 
ican coast, which saw the German pocket battleship 
Graf Spee forced to run for shelter in the harbor of 
Montevideo under the fire of three British cruisers, 
may well mark a turning point in the war at sea. 

The fact that the Spee and some of her sister 
ships were on the high seas had been considered 
perhaps the greatest hazard to Allied shipping. It 
was believed that only a scant half-dozen British 
and French men-o’-war had the speed and the guns 
to stand up against these products of German in- 
genuity. 

According to all calculations of the experts, broad- 
sides from the Spee should have sent such vessels 
as the Exeter, the Achilles and the Ajax to the 
bottom in short order. However, after a protracted 
engagement, only the Exeter was crippled, and her 
companions, living up to their Homeric names, were 
able to drive the supposedly far superior German into 
a neutral port where, in all probability, she will 
remain for the rest of the war. 

It is still necessary for the Allied fleets to run 
down other German commerce raiders, but this en- 
gagement seems to indicate that the task will not be 
nearly as difficult as was supposed. In short, it 
seems to have deflated the bogy of the pocket 
battleship. 
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JUDGE SEVIER’S SUCCESSOR. 

Gov. Stark has filled the vacancy in the most im- 
portant circuit judgeship in Missouri by appointing 
City Counselor Sam C. Blair of Kansas City as suc- 
cessor to the late Nike G. Sevier as Judge of the 
Fourteenth (Cole County) Circuit District. 

Mr. Blair comes of an old Missouri family, long 
associated with the law and politics, his father hav- 
ing been a member of the State Supreme Court. He 
himself, although a young man, has held important 
office prior to his present post in Kansas City. As 
Assistant District Attorney in the office of Maurice 
Milligan, he prepared the briefs and conducted some 
of the cases in the historic Kansas City vote fraud 
trials. That he performed a notable public service 
in that work is to be readily granted. 

The question will arise in some minds, however, 
whether, for all his legal aptitude, Mr. Blair has the 
maturity, and hence the dependability, which tradi- 
tionally, and rightly so, are associated with the bench. 
That Mr. Blair, as Judge Blair, can demonstrate. The 
court to which he has been named, as the Post-Dis- 
patch recently was at pains to show, is the Circuit 
Court at Jefferson City, the seat of government for 
the State of Missouri, Continuously required to-rule 
on major issues, this court is heavy: with responsibil- 
ity and obligation to the entire State of Missouri. 
The judgeship at Jefferson City will call for qualities 
of strength and reliability which Mr. Blair has not 
yet had to exercise. 
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PHILADELPHIA’S TAX INNOVATION. 

Philadelphia is seeking a way out of the financial 
morass in which it.has been floundering by enacting 
a 1% per cent income tax. The City of Brotherly 
Love has been suffering in recent years from a mul- 
tiplicity of ills. The title of “Corrupt and Con- 
tented,” given it by the muckrakers 30 years ago, 
only partially fits nowadays. The Pennsylvania 
metropolis is far from contented. 

It has been hard hit by the deflation of real estate 
values, by grafting and incompetent officials and by 
the refusal of a partisan Legislature to approve plans 
for modernizing the city government. Philadelphia 
citizens are to pay for all these ills with increased 
taxes—provided the new levy is held valid by the 
courts. 

Mayor Dickmann, it will be recalled, had plans for 
an income tax for St. Louis in the summer of 1938, 
but dropped them. The Philadelphia tax is three 
times as high as the rate which was proposed for 
St. Louis, Since the income tax idea was dropped 
here, municipal taxes have been laid on cigarettes 
and admissions to sports events. The revenue re- 
sulting, together with certain economies which have 
been effected, appears to have solved our fiscal prob- 
lem for the moment. 

The problem will reappear, however, unless we 
halt the shrinking of real estate values by solving the 
smoke problem. Philadelphia’s tax innovation is a 
warning of what St. Louis may face unless a means 
is found to shore up real estate values,

INCE 1929, the passenger service of the 
S railroads has been conducted at a dead 

loss. In that period, the cost of carrying 
passengers, mail, express, milk and the like 
has exceeded the revenues by $988,800,000.

In the meantime, during the five-year peri- 
od ended last year, they spent over $138,281,- 
000 in modernizing their passenger equip- 
ment and in the purchase of modern stream- 
liners, some of which were priced at 
$1,000,000. Verily, a piker has no place in 
this rail passenger business. 

Who's to blame for all these rail losses? 
The Interstate Commerce Commission seems 
to think you and I, with our old jalopies, are 
‘more to blame than any others. They have 
been telling railroad managers if they would 
only haul people cheaper than they could 
afford to travel in their own cars, all these 
auto owners would at once lay up their old 
hacks and flock down to the track. The 
railroads tried that prescription. 

The diagnosis was far from accurate. The 
rails have spent like the proverbial drunk- 
en sailor. And still we cling to our habit of 
depending on the old family car. 

Today, we have 4,018,085, or around 22.5 
per cent, more passenger autos than we 
had when the railroads and the 11 regula- 
tory doctors of transportation began trying 
to get us to give up the pesky things. They 
are getting better and cheaper, I hear. 


Then, too, we have accumulated 993,363 
more trucks, or nearly 31 per went more, 
than we had in 1933. And the doctors 
said that the trucks, too, were bad medicine 
for railroads. But they did not apply the 
same remedy to regain freight traffic. 
Strange as it may seem, they said the way 
to cure the situation was to lower rail pas- 
senger fares and to raise rail freight rates. 

Anyway, those things were done, and, sure 
enough, gross revenues increased. But 
so did the other national trends of business 
conditions. The operating results under the 
new rail rate levels were not noticeably af- 
fected by the intensive efforts to increase 
either passenger or freight revenues. 

Railroads have been steadily losing their 
commuters, Even better times, greater 
employment and general improvement in 
business conditions do not change this down- 
ward movement. The average distances they 
came from used to be around 14 miles; now 
it is considerably over 18 miles. 


It appears that 236,200,000 paid commuters 
traveled the rails in 1938, while nearly twice 
that number, or 488,700,000, rode the 
1930—a terrific decline. Other railroad pas-

there is not. These sources of revenue are 
better accommodated on the highways and 
airways. They have gone modern. In the 
early days of-railroads, a hundred or more 
years ago, canal boats might have tried just 
as vainly to stem the tide of rail progress. 

Certain conclusions seem to follow log- 
ically. First, the tremendously costly ef- 
forts of the railroads in trying to regain 
their lost passenger patronage have been to 
no avail. Second, the operation of rail pas- 
senger service has resulted in deficits of 
nearly one billion dollars since the begin- 
ning of the depression, and this deficit is 
growing instead of decreasing, notwithstand- 
ing Herculean efforts to regain patronage. 
Third, these deficits act as a great burden 
upon those who ship freight. 

Fourth, since this extensive effort of the 
railroads to regain passenger traffic began, 
the ownership of private passenger cars has 
increased 22.5 per cent and that of trucks 
30.5 per cent, Passengers of intercity busses 
have increased 70 per cent, and in the latest 
year their revenues have increased while rail 
passenger and revenues have decreased, tend- 
ing to prove the contention that people who 
once patronized the rails are definitely gone, 
and permanently, to other forms of transpor- 
tation. Fifth, that truck transportation is 
also growing, in the face of almost unbear- 
able taxation, imposed sometimes at the be- 
hest of their competitors.

The reasonable conclusion would appear to 
be that the railroads would be justified in 
leaving off all attempts to regain their local 
passenger business and concentrate on such 
long-distance passenger service as could 
profitably be handled. Finally, it would seem 
the rail lines would do well to modernize 
their obsolete freight-hauling equipment by 
the addition of Diesel-powered freight and 
switching locomotives in order to attain 
greater operating efficiency and economy, to 
modernize with new freight cars of light 
weight and high strength, in order to be able 
adequately to meet the needs of rail service.

CLEVELAND NEEDY 


Indigent Housewives Flooded 
With Recipes on How to 
Prepare Them. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 15 (AP). — 
When the city ran short of relief 
funds late in November the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation 
doubled its normal shipments to 
help care for the needy. Among 
100 cars already unloaded or on 
their way to Cleveland, are 24 of 
squash—100,000 squashes—a million 
pounds. 

As a result indigent house- 
wives are receiving recipes for 
baked squash, steamed squash, 
boiled squash, squash with apples 
and squash soup.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP). —

“I do not think a man should be 
appointed to a position of trust in 
our Government if he is a member 
of the Communist party and known 
to be an enemy of American in- 
stitutions and known to be taking 
orders from a foreign Power.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt's letter was in re- 
ply to a question regarding the ap- 
pointment of a Communist to pu- 
lic office of trust, put to her by 
Winfield J. Demarest, president of 
the league. 


WAGNER TO SEEK TO ADMIT 
20,000 REFUGEE CHILDREN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, said today he would press 
for action in the 1940 Congress on 
his resolution to permit the immi- 
gration of 20,000 refugee children 
from Germany into the United 
States in the next two years. 


He said he would not object to 
any reasonable amendment to care 
for other refugees from the war 
in Europe. 


DEAF CHILDREN 
WORKED WEEKS 
TO LEARN CAROLS 


Put Hands on Piaho to Feel 
Rhythm—To Give Program 
Thursday. 


Pupils of the Gallaudet School for 
the Deaf, most of whom did not 
know how to speak when they be- 
gan school, will give a program of 
Christmas carols next Thursday 
evening in their auditorium, 1616 
South Grand boulevard. 

Their carols\.are not sung, but 
recited. When they began learning 
the carols, the children put their 
hands on a piano while a teacher 
played the songs. In this way they 
felt the rhythm and tempo of the 
music. They learned the words 
through weeks of-phonetic drills. 

Only 12 to 15 per cent of the 73 
children in the school are congeni- 
tally deaf. The others lost their 
hearing as a result of illness. Their 
hearing loss ranges from 30 to 100 
per cent. Besides the regular ele- 
mentary courses, they learn to 
speak and to read lips. 


SCIENTISTS TOLD TO CARRY ON 
FOR SAKE OF CIVILIZATION 


Carnegie Institution Head Defines 
Duty of American Research

New Function of Chemical 
Disclosed in Study at 
St. Louis U. 


A hitherto unrecognized effect 
of dietary deficiency—so rapid and 
severe in the laboratory as to sug- 
gest poisoning—was described in 
the faculty seminar at St. Louis 
University School of Medicine last 
night by Dr. Wendell H. Griffith, 
associate professor of biochemis- 


The work might be compared to 
the discovery of a “new” vitamin, 
except that it touches a previously 
unknown function of a well-known 
chemical, choline, widely found and 
probably present in all living cells. 
Its function, explained Dr. Grif- 
fith, places it with the “vitamin 
B complex,” of which at least 
four components have been synthe- 
sized. 
Since choline is common to ordi- 
nary foods the deficiency disease 
produced in the laboratory, Dr. 
Griffith emphasized, is without im- 
mediate implications for medica! 
practice or the housewife’s table. 
It has never been found in human 
beings, although St. Louis Uni- 
versity clinicians are on the alert 
to discern any indication that it 
might appear, in some degree, as 
a complication in some predispos- 
ing condition. 
May Have Fundamental Role. 
The biochemist’s associates were 
impressed, however, by the sug- 
gestion that choline may have a 
fundamental role in life processes. 
Dr. Griffith said it might be “es- 
sential for the maintenance of 
normal tissue.” 
A diet low in choline is to be 
achieved less in the home than in 
the laboratory, and even there with 
some difficulty. As a matter of 
fact, it was only by going a step 
farther in that direction than other 
investigators that Dr. Griffith pro- 
duced the new deficiency effect, 
For some months he had been ex. 
ploring the known effects of low- 
choline diet in hampering fat meta- 
bolism as shown in fat deposits in 
the liver. He noted that choline 
needs were markedly greater in the 
younger animals, white rats for 
these experiments. He knew that 
they were getting some choline in 
the yeast and liver which supple- 
mented their narrowly restricted 
diet. So he replaced yeast and liver 
with pure vitamins or concentrates, 
selected young rats for their high 
choline demands, and watched for 
drastic effects. 


Drastic Results. 


He got them within a week, and 
in amazing fashion. In 39 of 40 
rats, the kidneys, greatly enlarged, 
underwent hemorrhagic degenera- 
tion. The spleen was enlarged, the 
thymus, still present in these young 
animals, atrophied. In the more se- 
verely affected animals, the eye- 
balls were flecked or darkened by 
hemorrhage. 

Pending. a checkup, Dr, Griffith 
was less than tentative in attribut- 
ing all that to choline deficiency. 
‘He and an associate, at one time, 
even discussed burning “everything” 
and starting over, in the possibility 
that cages, apparatus or materials 
were contaminated. But that was 
last April, and the exhaustive 
checkup since then has confirmed 
and extended the results. They are 
being reported in the December 
Journal of Biological Chemistry in 
the first of a series of papers by Dr. 
Griffith and his co-workers—Dr. 
Nelson J. Wade in biology, Dr. K. 
Christensen in histology; W. J. 
Bailey, a junior medical student; 
two graduates in biochemistry, D.

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CHINESE REPORT 
GAINS IN ATTAGK 
OVER WDE AREA 


Say They Prevented Japa- 
nese From Consolidating 
Hold on Nanning—Also 
Tell of Sabotage. 


HONGKONG, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Chinese reported today that their 
forces had made simultaneous at- 
tacks at scattered points from the 
south coast as far north as the 
Yellow River. 

Although the attacks did not de- 
velop into a unified offensive, Chi- 
nese said that on the vital Kwang- 
si Province front they prevented 
the Japanese from consolidating 


their hold on Nanning, potentially | 
a base for Japanese land and air 


operations in the Far South. 

Co-ordinated sabotage by plain- 
clothes agents and guerrilla at- 
tacks, the Chinese sai”, under- 
mined Japan’s hold both on Hang- 
chow, Chekiang Province capital 
and port, and on Nanchang, capi- 
tal of Kiangsi Province. 

In both, they said, Japanese bar- 
racks, supply centers and puppet 
government headquarters were de- 
stroyed. 

North of Changsha, in Hunan 
Province, the Chinese reported re- 
capture of several points on the 
south bank of the Yangtze River 
and of several Japanese posts be- 


tween the Yangtze and the Yellow 
River. 

Having exhausted the momentum 
of the early stages of their drive 
to cut off essential Chinese sup- 
ply routes connecting South China 
with Burma and French Indo- 
China, che Japanese were said to 
have halted in the mountain passes 
about 30 miles northeast of Nan- 


ning. 

The Chinese said they had out- 
flanked the invaders’ lines and had 
moved up tank ‘nits, superior ar- 
tillery and air support for defense 
troops on that front. 

The Japanese, they said, have 
been unable to keep control of the 
supply line between Nanning and 
the coast and have been unable, 
therefore, to use the Kwangsi capi- 
tal as a base for air attacks on 
hinterland transport routes.

Men respond to the 
has moved ordinary selfish, sensual 
men like ourselves, the Greeks who 
stood at Thermopylae and the 
Frenchmen who stand on the Magi- 
not line, the British who guard the 
infested seas, and the Finns who 
stand in the Karelian Isthmus— 
has moved them to such deeds of 
bravery and self-sacrifice? 

That is what needs to be ex- 
plained when we read our own Bill 
of Rights, and marvel at the success- 
sion of brave men who paid with 
their blood for those rights, when 
we wonder if we, who are their 
heirs, are made of the same stuff. 

- 


The root of the passion which 
has moved such men is in some 
measure present in all men; it is 
the will to live, aot as a thing and 
not as an animal, but as an invi- 
olable, self-respecting and respect- 
ed, human person. This is the in- 
destructible cause of man’s desire 
to be free. 

Man is so constituted that he 
has this passion. Because he is 
endowed with the faculty of rea- 
son, he is suffocated and strangled 
and literally done to death if he 
is compelled for too long and too 
completely to submit to unreason, 
and irrational arbitrariness, and 
sheer brute circumstance. 

So far as we know, man alone 
is this kind of being. This is how 
his nature differs radically from 
that of other animals, even from 
the ants and. the bees who also 
live in highly organized communi- 
ties. For they do their collective 
and servile labors without having 
to be coerced by an OGPU or a 
Gestapo. But man has to be co- 
erced. Man has to be oppressed. 
Why? Because his passion to live 
as a human person is so indestruc- 
tible that his oppressors can never 
for a moment relax their vigilance. 
This energy of the soul has been 
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awakened—and awakened has be- 
come insistent, and insistent it is 
irresistible—by meang of 4 pro- 
gressive revelation which began in 
the Mediterranean world, On this 
revelation of man our civilization 
is founded. 

‘This revelation is the central be- 
lief of the enduring religion; it is 
the ent of the perennial 
philosophy; it is the beginning and 
the end of the developing science; 
it is the subject matter of the ex- 
pressive arts, and it is the major 
premise of the laws and institu- 
tions of the civilized world. 

Without a comprehension of this 
truth about the nature of man, 
nothing that we value is compre- 
hensible. 

. s 

Thus no one can explain the 
Bill of Rights to some one who 
does not believe that the soul is 
rational and, that, therefore, the 
human person is inviolable. If he 
has not grasped this truth, if he 
has not had this revelation, if he 
does not know the idea which 
these words express, how will you 
convince him that his religion shall 
not be prescribed by public offi- 
cials, or that he has the right to 
speak and to listen, or that the 
powers not delegated to the Gov- 
ernment are reserved to the peo- 
ple? - 

How will you affirm that free- 
dom is better than tyranny if you 
are not able to affirm that it is 
the destiny of man’s nature that 
he should be free? No one Can 
prove the value of liberty by draw- 
ing up a balance sheet of profits 
and losses. If men do not under- 
stand that the origin of their lib- 
erties is in the nature of man, they 
will not really understand their 
liberties, nor learn to value their 
liberties until they have let them 
be destroyed. And so, though they 
live in freedom, they will squander 
their inheritance, having forgotten 


how it was earned and accumulated.

enough to support her infantry. Of 
heavy artillery there was practical- 
ly none except in the coast defense. 

Some Swedish guns have un- 
doubtedly come in since, very good 
cannon, but all too few in number, 
not to mention the fact that trained 
artillery men to handle them are 
lacking. . 

It is evident from the dispatches 
dealing with the Russian drives in 
north central Finland—that these 
advances have not yet been op- 
posed by cannon. The Finns have 
been trying to stop these Soviet 
columns by means of their Ski in- 
fantry, armed with the excellent 
Finnish light machine gun, 


Russia Has Troubles. 


Yet it will not do to sell the Fin- 
nish defense in this area short. The 
country is frozen tundra, without 
towns, without vegetation. Every 
pound of fuel for the Russian in- 
vaders, every pound of food, every 
shell, has to be brought across 
country from the Murmansk rail- 
road. From well behind the Rus- 
sian frontier to well within the Fin- 
nish there are no roads to speak of. 
The Russian transportation diffi- 
culties are therefore extreme, and 
their supply columns, straggling 
across that lonely waste, are open 
to devastating raids and sniper at- 
tacks. It is noteworthy that one 
of the columns has already experi- 
enced difficulty from this form of 
defense. A week ago it was re- 
ported at Rovanimi; now it is bare- 
ly holding its own at a spot 15 
miles behind that point, 


This means that the Finnish de- 
fenders got on to the windpipe of 
that column. More, yesterday’s dis- 
patches spoke of Finns fighting on 
Russian soil in the northern area, 
and of Finnish airplanes attacking 
the Murmansk railroad. The Finns, 
that is, are so little worried about 
the three columns that they are 
trying a counterattack. That coun- 
terattack is twice as serious to the 
Russians as the Russian advance is 
for them. At least Finland has al- 
ternate lines of supply. For the 
Russians operating in the North 
there is no alternative; they must 
use the Murmansk railroad. If the 
Finns can break it and keep it 
broken, all the Russian armies in 
the north are in deadly danger. 

If these Northern armies break 


|down, or come to a halt, the whole 


Russian campaign is purposeless. 
In the long run there is only one 
military reason for the Russian at- 
tack on Finland. The Russian talk 
about Finnish territory being need- 
ed for the defense of Leningrad is 
the purest bosh. The Estonian 
Bases defend the place so well that 
no enemy in his senses would at- 
tempt to pass them. 

But there are two essential raw 
materials of war in which both 
Russia and Hitler's Germany are 
lacking—copper and nickel. It hap- 
pens that Finland is the only coun- 
try in Europe to possess quantities 
of either. All the rest of the 
nickel in the world comes from 
Canada and the French Island of 


copper (except insignificant Yugo- 
slav deposits) comes from the 
United States, Canada or South 
Africa. There are no war substi- 
tutes for either metal. 

The deposits of both are located 
near Petsamo, north of the range 
of mountains that sweeps across 
Finland after forming the boundary 
between Norway and Sweden. These 
deposits show up as the true objec- 
tive for the Russian

transportation within their defense 
areas is so much better than that 
through the area of Russian attack 
that they can use these mechan- 
ized elements while the Russians 
cannot. Provided they have them 
to use—the League of Nations had 
better hurry. 

In Southern Finland, meanwhile, 
the defense has lost some ground 
around the head of Lake Ladoga, 
but in return reports the capture 
of Russian tanks in the Karelian 
Isthmus. This is important. Tanks 
cannot be captured by sitting still 
and waiting for them to fall into 
one’s hands, however, they may be 
destroyed. Neither can the anti- 
tank guns which are reported cap- 
tured at the same time. The cap- 
tures indicate that {n Karelia the 
Finns have broken the Russian at- 
tack and themselves passed to the 
offensive. Phobably this is only a 
brief and local offensive. But its 
moral value is considerable, and 
the mere fact that it is taking place 
means that it will be sometime be- 
fore the Soviets can organize a new 
attack in this region.

Behind a farm building, a small 
body of troops was gathered but 
they stayed there. Occasionally, a 
shell whined somewhat nearer us, 
but none came over our stretch 
of front-line trenches. The Soviets 
tried to cross the river and storm 
these sectors during the night. They 
had paid too dearly for their at- 
tempt to try again soon. As for 
the infantry, sitting on the op- 
posite block, they had not fired at 
all up until we left when dusk 
was falling. 

Today's first ¢ontact with actual 
fighting on the front yielded much 
valuable information. We saw the 
remarkable thoroughness with 
which the Finns have constructed 
their defense positions. We were 
compelled to admire the manner 
in which they had utilized the nat- 
ural advantages of forest and ter- 
rain. Their dugouts, hidden deep 
in the ‘woods, were models of 
safety and. warmth. Their divi- 
sional headquarters had big pines 
and white birches planted above 
it. The tents in which the soldiers 
| sleep were most comfortable, heat- 
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ed by tiny stoves, the floors ex- 
pertly bedded with tree branches 
and straw. In a world of snow, 
the Finnish infantry wears white 
hoods and white top outfits so 
that they can scarcely be seen for 
50 feet, when standing still. 


Repeated Red Attacks. 


We also learned the first details 
of the Red army’s four successive 
failures to cross the Taipale River. 
On Dec. 6, Finland’s Independence 
day, the Russians laid down a vi- 
cious artillery barrage and then 
launched pontoons on the river. 
With three shots, the Finnish ar- 
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tillery smashed the pontoons and 
caused several hundred enemy cas- 
ualties. The Reds attacked again 
on Dec. 9, 10 and 11. Each time 
they were driven back. 

The Finnish Colonel told us that 
after their Dec. 11 onslaught, the 
Russians were “washed up.” On 
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the tenth, the Soviets sent in new 
troops, he said, but these did not 
last out the day. A third change 
of troops was then made in this one 
sector, but they had tried no more 
infantry attacks since Monday. 
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panic on Dec. 10, the Finns say, 
they heard machine-gun firing be- 
hind the Russian lines. They as- 
sume that many of these troops 
were shot down by G. P. U. special 
forces which attacked their rear. 
On Dec. 10, the Soviets employed 
10 batteries of artillery—or 30 eight- 
inch guns—over a three-mile front. 
They kept them roaring from early 
morning until 8 o’clock at night, 
with regimental guns and tanks fir- 
ing in addition, but to no avail. 
Meanwhile, the Finnish coastal ar- 
tillery sank three Russian transport 
ships in Lake Ladoga near the 
mouth of the Taipale River. 


Finns Businesslike. 


For the last eight days, the Finns 
have been sitting tight, having 
things their own way and only 
firing when every shot would count. 
They are extremely businesslike 
and utterly unworried about the 
Soviets. We got the definite im- 
pression that neither one thing nor 
the other can be said about their 
Russian adversaries. 

On our way through the pine 
forests to the front line, we saw 
ample evidence of the intensity of 
the Red artillery fire. It was a 
three-mile walk over a snow-coy- 
ered path. From the outset, the 
wood was spotted by occasional 
shell holes, especially near the nar- 
row road. 

Then, about half a mile back of 
the first-line trenches, we cane to 
where the Russians had really con- 
centrated their explosives. Huge 
pine trees had been ripped and 
tossed in every direction, and dirt 
from a score of shell holes black- 
ened the snow. I counted three 
shining G6inch shells which had 
fallen harmiessly—a tribute either 
to inefficiency of or sabotage by 
Russian munitions workers. 

When we walked through the 
vast, darkening pine woods, the 
Soviet guns were still barking. 
They barked futilely, but 
scarcely uninterrupted tempo. 
Finnish lines were wholly fast, yet 
we had seen amazingly few sol- 
diers save those in the trenches 
themselves, and we had not caught 
so much as a glimpse of a large 
Finnish battery.

Some Sources Think Ship 
That Sailed From Vera 
Cruz: Will Try to Set 
Trap for Battle.. 


VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Dec. 15 
(AP).—Speculation arose today 
that Germany’s third largest mer- 
chant ship, the 32,58i-ton liner Co- 
lumbus, was being used to lure 
British warships into a battle trap. 
Foreign sources said the big pas 
senger ship, painted battleship gray 
and carrying provisions and fuel 
for a 50-day voyage, sailed from 
Vera Cruz yesterday as bait for 
British war vessels, as a supply 
ship for Nazi men-o’-war or to 
make a bold dash for home. 

No word has béen received from 
it since it sailed, ostensibly for 
Oslo, Norway, but unconfirmed re- 
ports said it already was being 
trailed by a British destroyer. 

Foreign sources said the Colum- 
bus’ representatives seemed, with 
a carefully contrived appearance 01 
secrecy, to have taken pains that 
any interested party—such as Brit- 
ish and French agents in Mexico— 
know the exact hour of the ship's 
departure and its early course. 

With persistent reports that Ger- 
man as well as British warships 
have been operating in the Gulf 
of Mexico and the Caribbean Sea, 
belief was expressed that the liner, 
a tempting prize of war, was being 
used as a decoy. 

It was suggested that the Colum- 
bus, sailing apparently unarmea 
and defenseless on open seas, ac- 
tually would be convoyed by Ger- 
man submarines waiting to tor- 
pedo any British or French sea 
raiders that might attack the pas- 
senger ship. 

These sources expressed belief 
that the British and French, aware 
of the possibility of a trap, prob- 
ably would gamble their chances 
of seizing or destroying the Colum- 
bus, 

Another answer suggested for the 
mystery of the liner’s departure 
after having found haven in Mexi- 
co since early in the war was that 
it might have a rendezvous at sea 
with Nazi submarines or destroyers 
to refuel and reprovision them.

ENGLAND'S POSITION 


He Tells Wednesday Club 
Britain Didn’t Expect: to Be 
Able to Aid Poles. 


Lord Dudley Marley, a Deputy 
Speaker and opposition member of

began his current lecture tour in 
the United States after the out- 
break of the European war, pre- 
sented England's position in the 
conflict in a talk last night before 
an audience of about 500 persons 
at the Wednesday Club, 4506 West- 
minster place. 

The speaker, a former Under- 
Secretary of War, declared that the 
policy of appeasement adopted by 
the Democratic Front, comprising 
England, France, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Russia, was designed to keep 
the dictators quiet until military 
preparations could be made to 
meet the threats of aggression. 

There were European leaders who 
honestly believed in appeasement, 
he said, and the policy was fol- 
lowed even though it meant giving 
things to the dictators which were 
to be taken from them later. The 
Munich pact was a terrific strain 
on the appeasers, and the smash- 
ing of Czecho-Slovakia had the 
beneficia] vesult of smashing ap- 
peasement, he said. 

Didn’t Expect to Aid Poland. 

He asserted that England never 
had any expectation of effectively 
aiding Poland in the event of war. 
The purpose of the guarantees was 
not to protect Poland but to indi- 
cate to Hitler that invasion of Po- 
land would mean war with England 
and France. It was an attempt, he 
asserted, to deter Hitler from pre- 
cipitating another European con- 
flict. 

The danger of a bitter and pro- 
longed war comes from the fact 
that the German people, as a re- 
sult of effective propaganda, have 
been united in a hate of England, 
Lord Marley asserted. “Our main 
task is not to win the war,” he said, 
“but to show the German people 
they have misjudged Engiand and 
cannot win the war.” 

Lord Marley related that Lon- 
doners had devised a “game of 
hate” to pass the dark evenings 
during blackouts. It is played by 
listening to German propaganda 
radio broadcasts in English, and 
seeing who can jot down the great- 
est number of insults hurled at 
British statesmen. In one such 
broadcast, he said, Winston Church- 
ill was described as “eating raw 
meat, with the blood running down 
the sides of his mouth, as he has 
done for 50 years.” , 

With modern mechanized arma- 
ments, the military advantage to- 
day is with the defense, he said. If 
the Allies can succeed in smashing 
German offensive drives, “the Ger- 
man people may be induced, even 
by civil war, to overthrow their 
Government, which has done so 
much harm to them and to other 
nations,” he said. 

Impossible to State War Aims. 

It is impossible at this time to 
state definitely Britain’s war aims, 
he declared. The assertion that war 
was to “destroy Hitlerism” was a 
profound mistake, he said, since it 
had the effect wf making the Ger- 
man people rally about the Fuehrer. 

Russia, he continued, is governed 
by astute leaders. who have been 
able to reason more accurately 
than the democracies. Russia is 
concerned only with playing an “in- 
ternational chess game so that Rus- 
sia will win the game.” Every ad- 
vantage Russia has achieved has 
been at the expense of its alleged 
ally, Germany, he said. 
| He said the United States should 
|participate in the peace conference 
at the close of the war. When the 
fighting is over, the United States 
and Russia will be the only major 
world Powers left unexhausted by 
the struggle, and the Allies do not 
want Russia to dominate the con- 
ference, he said. 

War Debts Misunderstood, He Says. 

Questioned after his talk on why 
England had failed to pay its war 
debt, Lord Marley asserted the sub- 
ject was greatly misunderstood in 
this country. The debt, he. said, 
arose over the purchase of supplies 
with a peacetime value of about 
$2,000,000,000, but England was 
charged wartime. prices totaling 
$4,000,000,000. 

After England repaid $2,095,000,- 
000, its gold reserves dwindled. An 
attempt to pay the debt with goods 
was prevented because it was 
feared it would cause greater un- 
employment in the United States. 

A plan to marshal British invest- 
ments in the United States to pay 
the debt failed because the value 
of the investments fell off sharply 
in the 1929 stock market crash, he 
said. 


KNOCKED SENSELESS BY RAKE; 
KILLED BY AUTO FUMES 


Northwestern Student Apparently 
Struck When He Stepped on 
Garden Tool in Garage. 

EVANSTON, IIL, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
John E. Curran, 20 years old, North- 
western University honor student, 
died last night, the victim of a gar- 
den rake and automobile fumes. 

Last Tuesday night he was found 
unconscious on the floor of his sis- 
ter’s garage. The motor of his car 
was running. Apparently, after 
closing the garage door, he had 
stepped on a rake. The handle flew 
up and knocked him senseless, He 
died a few hours before he was 
scheduled to receive the Phi Beta 
Kappa key, highest scholastic 
award.

SEA CAPTAIN SEES © 
NAZI PLANE DROP 
MINE BY PARACHUTE 


Says Aircraft Darted Among 
Beams From Searchlights 
on Banks of, Thames. 


Capt. Robert A. Smith of the United 
States liner American Merchant, 
arrived today with a word-picture 
of a Nazi seaplane dropping a mine 
by parachute in the Thames River 
under heavy British anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Smith said the American Mer- 
chant, last of the line’s 11 vessels to 
leave the war zone, anchored there 
Nov. 22. That night, he said, the 
German seaplane appeared at an 
elevation of 1500 feet and about 200 
yards off the liner’s anchorage. 

“It was a marvelous sight,” he 
said, relating that the aerial mine- 
layer darted in and out arhong the 
rays of 30 shore searchlights. 

The seaplane, he said, returned 
shore fire with two guns. 

“You could see the shells and the 
tracer bullets,” Capt. Smith said, 
“and they looked like fireworks.” 

The German plane, after a 10- 
minute fight, diped abruptly, re 
leased a mine by parachute near 
the American ship, one of 30 an- 
chored there, and then flew out to 
sea

cape too rapidly, leaving the drink 
“flat.” The chemical cause found 
at Illinois is something nobody 
had suspected, a connection be- 
tween bubbles, proteins and metal: 


The Part Proteins Play. 

Proteins are normal parts of 
good beer. They are nutritional 
and they have flavor effect. They 
come mostly from grain. They 
give beer its clearness provided 
they are completely dissolved. But 
if a protein “precipitates,” that is, 
comes out of solution and turns 
into a fine bit of sediment, the 
gas gathers on the particles. This 
causes it to bubble out too fast. 


There are only three or four of 


Illinois chemists discovered some- 
thing not previously believed possi- 
ble in. brewing, namely, that beer 
picks up a slight amount of metal 
from the aging vats. The amount 
is two-tenths of one part of metal 
for a.million parts by weight of 
beer. 

By getting rid of all the dissolved 
metal and the “bad” proteins, beer 
can be made to retain its bubbles 
half an hour or more longer. 

Dr, Clark said that the instan- 
taneous aging with ultra-violet light 
does not impair any of the quality 
of. beer. Whether this quick aging 
may change the flavor he said will 
have to be left to the judgment of 
beer tasters.

Basis of Old Rule. 


“Apparently the basis for this 
view has been consideration of pub- 
lic policy rather than considera- 
tions directly relating to transporta- 
tion, that is to say, that such pref- 
erence would tend to concentrate 
business in the hands of large con- 
cerns contrary to the public inter- 
est, 

“The fact is, however, that cer- 
tain other forms of transportation 
which compete with the railroads 
can lawfully, and do, give the ship- 
per of large quantities a decided 
advantage over the shipper of quan- 
tities equivalent to a railroad car- 
load.” 


Commissioner C. Porter, who 
joined with Commissioner Lee in 
dissenting, said the majority de- 
cision was “but another step in fur- 
therance of discriminatory tenden- 
cies” in rate-making.

You can imagine how long 
they last with that treatment. 

“Wall paper in every room is 
cleaned once a year. It should be 
cleaned twice a year. In Ferguson, 
my mother has her wall paper 
cleaned once in four or five years 
if it needs it.

Good health, a balanced diet 
and plenty of sleep are all very 
necessary to a  finely-textured, 
transluscent skin, but if you have 
been negligent with your health 
and skin care and pesky black- 
heads have appeared you must de- 
cide on persistent treatment. 

A good scrubbing with a bland 
soap and complexion brush will 
rid the skin of minor impurities, 
but for blackheads long standing, 
you must use a blackhead correc- 
tive after the skin scrubbing. 


Most preparations of this kind 
contain glycerine because of its 
solvent and penetrating qualities. 
They may be bought prepared by 
any one of the good salons or you 
may have your druggist make up 
one in this formula: 


One ounce of good cold cream. 

One dram of #ulphur. 

One dram of glycerine. 

Apply this mixture to the black- 
heads after cleansing the face and 
leave it on overnight. In the morn- 
ing rinse your skin well with 
warm water and then with a small 
pad of cotton (or face tissue) over 
your fingertips, gently press (not 
squeeze!) out the blackheads, one 
by one. 


You must be careful not to 
pinch or bruise the skin, for that 
will leave a mark which will take 
ages to disappear.
